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Man'f Crew Neck Jersey . . . 

IN 4 SIZES 


MATERIALS: 36 (40) (44) (48) ozs 

Fontana Bulkie wool. 1 pair each 
Nos 5 and 3 Paragon knitting 
needles. 

MEASUREMENTS: To fit 38 (40) 
(42) (44) in chest. Length from 
shoulder 26 ins. Length sleeve 
seam 19 ins. 

TENSION: 3 stitches to 1 in. 
ABBREVIATIONS: K, knit; p, 
purl; patt, pattern; dec, decrease; 
cont, continues(ing); rep, repeat; 
ins, inches; stst, stocking stitch 
(right side k, wrong side p); si, 
slip; psso, pass slipped stitch(es) 
over; tog, together; st, stitch; inc, 
increase; beg, beginning. 

CAUTION: Check your tension 
carefully and if it does not corres¬ 
pond with the tension given use a 
larger or smaller size of needles. 
Accurate results can be obtained 
only by using the Fontana wool 
recommended. 

THE BACK: Using No 5 needles 
cast on 69 (73) (77) (81) sts. 

1st row: K I, * p 1, k 1 *. Rep 
from * to end. 

2nd row: P 1, * k I , p 1 *. Rep 
from * to end. 

Cont for 1^ ins. 

Change to No 3 needles and work 
in patt thus:— 

1st row (right side): K. 

2nd row: P 1, * k 1 below thus. 
K into the row below of the next st 
p L rep from * to end. 

Work in patt until work measures 
151 ins. 

Shape Raglan: Cast off 2 sts at 
beg of next 2 rows then dec as fol¬ 
lows:— 

1st row: Right side of work fac¬ 
ing k 4, k 2 log lbs., k to last 6 sts 
k 2 tog, k 4. 

2nd row: (P I, k the next st in 
paU) twice, p 2, * k the next st in 
patt, p l rep from * to last 5 sts. 


P 1 (k the next st in patt pi) twice. 

3rd row: K. 

4th row: (P 1, k the next st in 
patt) twice, p 1, k 2 tog, * p 1, k 
the next st in patt, rep from * to 
last 6 sts. P 2 tog, tbs. (K the next 
st in patt, p 1) twice. 

5th row: K. 

6th row: (P 1, * k the next st in 
patt p 1) rep from * to end. 

Rep these last 6 rows until 23, 
(23) (25) (25) sts rem. Cast off. 

FRONT: Work the same as for 
back until dec to 33 (33) (35) (35) 
sts. 

Next row: Work 14 sts, leave on 
spare needle. Cast off loosely 5, 5, 
7, 7 sts. Work 14 sts. Cont on last 
14 sts, cast off 2 sts at armhole edge 
then dec as before every 3rd row 
and at the same time dec 1 st at 
neck edge every 3rd row until dec 
to 4 sts. Cast off. Loosely join wool 
at neck edge and work other side to 
correspond. 

SLEEVES: With No 5 needles 
cast on 37 (41) (41) (45) sts. 

1st row: K 1, * p 1, k 1, rep 
from * to end. 

2nd row: P I, * k 1, p 1, rep 
from * to end for 3 ins. 

Change to No 3 needles and cont 
in patt inc 1 st each end of every 7th 
row until 61, 65, 69, 73 sts. Cont 
knitting these sts until sleeve seam 
measures 19 ins or required length. 
Shape raglan as for back until 11 
sts rem. Cast off. 

CREW NECK: Join raglan 
sleeves leaving left back seam open. 
With right side of work facing re¬ 
join wool and using No 5 needles 
pick up 76 (80) (84) (85) sts and 
work in k 1, p 1 rib for 1| ins. 
Cast off in rib loosely. 

TO MAKE I P: Same as for 
womans. 
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Ladief* Folo Neck Jersey . . . 

IN 3 SIZES 


MATERIALS: 16 (17) (18) ozs 
Fontana Superquick (D.K.). 1 

pair each Nos 7 anti 9 Paragon 
knitting needles. 

MEASUREMENTS: To fit bust 

measurement 32 (34) (36) inches. 
Length from shoulder 224 (231) 
(234) ins. Length sleeve seam 
17 ins. 

TENSION: 5 stitches to 1 in. 

THE BACK: Using No 9 
needles cast on 79, 83, 87 sts. 

1st row: K 1, * p 1, k I, rep from 
* to end. 

2nd row: P j, * k 1, p 1, rep 
from * to end. 

Rep these 2 rows for l£ ins, 
change to No 7 needles and work 
as follows:— 

PATTERN, 1st row (right side): 
K. 

2nd row: P 1 , * k ] below thus: 
K into the row below of the next 
st p 1, rep from * to end. 

Rep these 2 rows until work 
measures 14 ins or required length. 

Shape Raglan Armholes as fol¬ 
lows:—Cast off 4 sis at beg of next 
2 rows, keeping in patt. 

1st row: Right side of work fac- 
ing k 4, k 2 tog, tbs, k to last 6 sts, 
k 2 toa, k 4. 

2nd row: (P 1, k the next st in 
patt) twice, p 2, * k the next st in 
patt, p 1, rep from * to last 5 sts, 
p 1 (k the next st in patt, p 1) twice. 

3rd row: IC. 

4th row: (P 1, k the next st in 
patt) twice, p 1, k 2 tog, * p 1, k 
the next st in patt, rep from * to 
last 6 sts, p 2 tog, tbs, (k the next 


st in patt, p 1) twice. 

5th row: K. 

6th row: (P 1, * k the next st in 
palt) p 1, rep from * to end. 

Rep these 6 rows until dec to 43 
sts then rep first 4 rows of last 6 
rows until 21 (23) (25) sts rem. Cast 
off loosely. 

THE FRONT: Work same as 
back until dec to 31 (35) (39) sts. 
Next row work 10 (14) (15) sts leave 
on spare needle, cast of loosely 7 
sts, work 10 (14) (16) sts. 

Coni on last 10, 14, 16 sts dec at 
armhole edge as before every 3rd 
row and at the same time 1 st at 
neck edge every 3rd row, until dec 
to 4 sts. Cast off loosely. Join wool 
at neck edse and work other side to 
correspond. 

SLEEVES: Using No 9 needles 
Uisi on 41 (45) (49) sts. Work in rib 
for 3 ins. Chansie to No 7 needles 
and work in patt inc 1 st each end 
of every 8th row until 65 (69) (73) 
sts rem. Cont knitting in patt until 
sleeve measures 17 ins or required 
length. 

Shape raglan the same as for 
back until 11 sts rem. 

POLO NECK: Join sleeves to 
back and front neatly leaving left 
back seam open. Using 2 No 9 
needles with right side of work fac¬ 
ing, pick up and k about 108 sts 
around neck. Work in k 1, p I rib 
for 5 ins. Cast off loosely in ribbing. 

TO MAKE UP: Press lightly 
with a warm iron and damp cloth. 
Sew up side and sleeve seams. 

Child’s 
Raglart Sleeved Jersey and Cardigan 
in FONTANA Double Knit wool and 
FONTANA 4-ply. 5 sizes.
